Naturalization. 

Yesterday's Cincimnati Gazette con- | 
tained an article upop the much-vered | 
question of naturalization in which the 
writer seems to have missed the real 
trouble inyolved. This does not arise so 
much out of any serious defect. in our 
laws as in the nature of foreign laws 
and particularly of English laws, on 
the subject. The remedy lies in a better 
adjustment and regulation of the laws ot 
nauons. 

A lite while ago there was a good deal 
of talk about a joint commission to be ap- 
pointed by the Governments of Great Bri- 
tain and the United States respectively to | 
take under advisement “the present state ot 
internationa! law as regards the naturali- 
zation and allegiance of citizens.” But 
the talk died out and the Administration 
bas not seen fit to revive it or to press the 
question. Yet the present situation of 
affairs and the possibilities which may 
spring out of recent events render it one 
of moment, whilst the question at large, 
as involved in the generai law of nations, 
is one of exceeding interest and impor- 
tance. 

According to our census of 1860 one 
sixth part of ous whole pepulation con- 
sisted of foreigners. In New York half of 
the inhabitants are foreigners and hali 
patives. In Paris nearly five per cent. of 
the population are foreigners; and in Loen- 
don theré are mere than 40,000 of them, 
as many again being spread over the whole 
country. But re vne judges an influx of 
foreigners to be a national misfortune. 
Most of them are useful members of so 
ciety and active laborers in the creat 
workshops of the world. Blinded wmdeed 
is that country which shuts out the skill, 
enterprise and capital which foreigners | 
are apt to introduce. Open the door as | 
wide as possible. Let your shores be aga 
magnet to the industrious of all countries. 
Abolish. every restriction. Have done 
with prejudice and jealousy. Let your 
legislation be liberal and free. That is | 
the right policy. And we are acting upon | 
itto a very great extent. Only it is a 
necessary consequence of this great free- 
dom end of the movement which it pro- | 
motes that difficulties often arise on 
questions of naturalization and allegiance. 
Under what circumstances natural alle- 
giance to the moth@ country should be | 
considered sup@reeded by the pew bonds 
created with another; whether an absolute 
decree of divorce should be necessary to 
dussolve the tie whieh binds us to ow 
fatherland and an express act of natural 
imation required in order to establish the 
new alliance with the state in which we 
live—these are questions which now task 
the mind of legislatora ang politicians in 
this and other countries. 

As it is, the jurwprudence of different 
states exhibits the greatest confusion. We 
do not anticipate any early realzauon of 
a perfect cosmopohtanism, where individ- 
ual nationality should merge imto the 
grander idea of the citizenship of the 
world. But there is no reason why the 
laws of different states ¢hould be discord. 
ant and conflicting in these particulars, 
and it is far trom creditable to the scien- 
tific character and high state of civilma. 
tion of the present age that there should 
be instances where itis actually difficult 
to know to what country one really be- 
longs. Let a tew specimens of this con- 
flict suffice. The British law at present 
holds that the son and even grandson of 
a Britieh subjeét born in a joreign state is 
a British subjedt and therefore entitled to 
British protecfion. But many countries 
exact allegiambe from all persons born 
within the State, and in al) such cases the 
person sustains 4 double nationality, I 
born in France, he Wil be a Frenchman 
by the French laws, an@ an BEnglishman 
by the English. Let,war arise between 
the two coun d if be be subject to 
recrufting or to the conscription, he must 
necessarily be a traitor to France or to 
England. 

An Englishwoman marries a French- 
map, and goes to reside in France. By 
the French laws she follows the status of 
ber husband, and she becomes a French- 
woman, but England still holds her to re- 
main a British subject, and so she is the 
citizen of both countries. But let a) 
Frenchwoman marry a British subject; 
she does not become British because she is 
not born in England, and yet she is no 
longer French because she has lost ber na- 
tionality by marrying a British subject. 
She is discarded by both countrics. Nor | 
are these conflicts and difficulties simply | 
theoretical and sentimental. To the indi- 
vidual and the State they are followed by | 
real inconvenience and Injury. To the in- 
dividual in matters of social and commer- 
cial relations, in matters of matrimony, 
will, and inberitance, it makes al] the dil- 
ference to what nation he really owes alle 
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intended. At the time of the disturbances 
in Ireland, im 1848, the question of dis. 
puted allegiance was raised in consequence 
of a returned emigrant having been ar- 


| restedin England. During the war many 


difiiculiies arose from numbers of persons 
registering themselves as British subjects 


in order to claim exemption from military 


service. And when, lately, the British 


| Government was compelled to suspend 


the habeas corpus act in Ireland, our goy- 


| ernment complained because of the arrest 


of some Fenians who had been naturalized 


_in America. The trial, however, of Jom 


WaRREN, one of the leaders of the Jacme!l 
expedition, at Dublin, om the 80th August, 
1867, brought matters to acrisis. In that 
case counsel applied to the court for a 
mixed jury, om the plea that, although 
born In Ireland, WARREN was an alien, 
having been formally naturalized in the 
United States. But the application was 
retused, the Chief Baron having ruled that. 
according to the law o!f England—a law 
which haa been edminicterod withvut any 
variation of doubt from the earliest time— 
“be who once is under the allegiance of 
the English sovereign remains 60 tor ever.’ 
Immediately after this the House of Rep 
resentatives of the United States pressed 
the matter for legislation, and the result 
was the passing of an act asserting to the 
fullest extent the right of expetriation, <e- 
cluring pvaturalized citizens of the United 
States entitled to the same protection as 
native-born citizens, and providing that 
whenever it shall be made known to the 
President that any citizen of the United 
States has been unjustly deprived of his 
liberty by or under the authority of any 
foreign government, it shall be the duty 
of the President forthwith t demand of 
that government tbe reason of such an im. 
prisonment; and if it appears to be wrong. 
ful, and in violation of the mghts of 
American citizenship, the President shall 
forthwith demapd the release ot such citi- 
zen, and if the release so demanded is un- 
reasonably delayed or refused, it shall be 
the duty of the President to use such 
means, not emounting to acts of war, as 
be may think necessary and proper to ob- 
tain or effectuate such release; and all the 
facts and proceedings relative thereto 
thal], as soon as practicable, be coumuni- 
cated by the President to Congress. 

Diplomatic correspondence thereafter 
ensued between the United States Govern. 
ment and the English Government on the 
subject, and the consequence was the is- 
suc of a royal commission, with instruc- 
tions to inquire first into the legal condi- 
tion of natural bern subjects who may de- 
part from or reside beyond the British 
realm in foreign countries; and, secondly, 
into the legal coadition of persons being 
aliens entering inte or residing within the 
realm, or becoming naturalized as subjects 
of the crown. The commissioners did not 
examine witnesses, but they collated all 
the facte end the laws of different coun- 
tries op the subject, and publashed a report 
which, though deficient in many points, 
is well calculated to place the Jaw on s 
just and equitable footing. Here the mat- 
ter now rests and will continue to rest if 
pot pushed by our government. 

Uniortunately for us, Mr. Fiau is not 
as active in deeds as beisin words.
